Saumon or THE Cotumpta River. Dr. 
Garduer, in a letter dated Fort Vancouver, 
Nov. 1884, says: “I have ascertained srea- 
dy the existence of six distinet species of 
| salmon in this river; five of them IL have 
| seen, and preserved; the period of spawning 
of each is different. From what tuiforna- 
tion T have collected regarding their habitg, 
this is the country to study this singular fish, 
| dt is found at the very sources of the Colum: 
bia, notwithstanding the innumerable rapits 
j and eataracts which must be passed. Al- 
most every where the vatives assert that the 
fish which ascend the strenm never return to 
the sea, nor were the young salinon ever 
seen to descend to the orean. The last is 
certainly incorrect, and must arise from the 
fry being still so small as to elude observa- 
tion. The former is not unlikely, from the 





of November and December being found at 
the heads of all the streams, dying by thou- 
sands, and completely choking up the eur- 
rent with their dead bodies.
